The- point to which I would desire to 
direct tha attention. of your readers, how- 
ever, is the manner in which these animals 
aro destroyed. \ 


After luncheon to-day I met a servant | 


with a. rat just captured. T asked how it 
was to be killed and he informed me that 
the custom was to put the’rat, into. boiling 


water. * 
pealed to one of the officials of the 
Bat iubment and then learned that this 
was the customary manner of killing the 
tate. - 
Fortunately. two of his avperiora ap. 
eared on the sceze at this moment and 
instroctions were at once given’ that in 
future all rats and mice shou! ld be drowned 
in cold water, 

No doubt ail householders here. a 
endeavouring to keep down the rats ‘in 
their houses, bat probably few know how. 
these unfortunate creatures when captured 
are destroyed, and my. experignee of this 
afternoon appears: to justify iny. bringing 
the matter before the public. * 

‘The usnal custom amotg a certain claas 
of servant is to amuse themselves by taking 
a kettle of boiling water, slowly pouring 
this over the wretched little animial while 
still in’ the: cage,'-enjoying its agony sit 
rors from side to sida. dndearonring to 
escape’ the. torture. ‘inflicted. “Another 
favourite form of killing ruta is te aoak them 
in kerosine: oil and then set-lire to them.
